Since machinists first began machining 
things they have obstinately clung to the 
notion that the oil or the visible dirt that 
goes with their work accounts for the boils, 
wound infections and septicemia they often 
have. 

Scientific investigations in a large Cleve- 
land shop showed that the oil used in ma- 
chine work did carry infection. Thus, Ma- 
chinist A, with a few boils or trifling fes- 
ters, on hand or arm unconsciously sowed 
pus-germs in the oil, and the contaminated 
fluid worked round to Machinist B and 
found him easy meat, owing to a “slight 
scratch on his wrist or a prick of his cui 
B thereupon laid off for a few week and 
blamed the oil for his infection. He was 
right in a way, though he failed to realize 
that A had poisoned the oil, and A himself 
little dreamed what harm he was doing his ° 
fellows, 

The Cleveland investigator, Marvin D. 
Shie, A. B. suggested that when oil in such 
work circulates through several machines to 
be used over and over it should be treated 
with a suitable disinfectant to prevent such 
trouble as boiis and wound infections. He 
found that .the prevalénce of wound infec- 
tions in a large machine shop was reduced 
from 6 per cent to leas than 0.5 per cent by 
the use of a cresol disihfectant in the oil 
and the cutting mixture, and boils practi- 
cally disappeared. The United States public 
health service, Washington, D. Cc, has de- 
vised a very efficient and economical dis- 
infectant known as hygienic laboratory pine 
oil disinfectant, the preparation of which is 
minutely described in a free pamphiet (re- 
print No. 304 from public health reports) 
which anyone may obtain from the govern- ‘ 
ment printing office, Washington, D. C. 
There is no better disinfectant for the 
skin than soap and water. The first thing 
adult or child should do on arriving home 
from school, theater, office, factory or store 
is wash the hands. Wash them before they 
stray to the mouth and implant there good- 
ness knows what infection.

“The crown prince” “Who dre 
the chosen people of the good old German 
god?” “The German people!” was the an- 
swer. Neyer was there a finer bit of 
sarcasm, and yet the Germans were never 
able to understand the play. The kaiser, 
the war ataff, the cabinet, down to the last 
wretched creature working in the stables 
and the sewers, reading the play, exclaimed: 
“What is the man driving at? Why, of 
course, the Germans are the greatest people 
in‘ the world—we admit it!’ 
Now, during the last few years the Ger- 
mans have spent untold millions in propa- 
gating this myth of superiority, and yet the 
German intellect has never had even a sec- 
ond-rate position. Call the roll of all the | 
tools that have redeemed men from drudg- 
ery, and you will find that Germany's con- 
tributions are hopelessly inferior to the 
other nations. The new industrial era be- 
gan with the locomotive and steamship; 
James Watt invented the one and Stephen- 
son the other. The new era of physical 
comfort began with the loom; a Frenchman 
named Jacquard and an Englishman named 
Arkwright made man warm for their work 
in winter. Garments within the reach of 
the poor man in forest and factory, field 
and mine, means the cotton gin, and that 
gin is the gift of an American. The sew- 
ing machine changed woman's position, but 
the world owes that to our own Blias Howe. 
We owe the telegraph to an English inven- 
tor, and in part to Morse. We owe the ca- 
ble in part to Lord Kelvin and in part to 
Cyrus Field. We owe the telephone to 
Bell and.the wireless to Marconi. Holland 
invented the submarine, Wright the airplane, 
McCormick the reaper, Edison the phono- 
graph. An American invented the German 
submarine; an American invented the. Ger- 
man torpedo; an American invented the Ger- 
man machine .¢uns; an American invented 
the Murphy button, the yellow fever anti- 
toxin, the Dakin solution. An English phy- 
sician discovered the circulation of the 
blood; Jenner gave us vaccinnation, Lister 
antiseptics, France the Pasteur serums and 
the Curie radio discoveries, while a Bulga- 
rian, Dr. Metchnikoff, discovered the ene- 
mies of the blood. It was from .France, 
England and the United States that Ger- 
many stole the typewriter, the steel build-. 
ing, the use of rubber, the aniline dyes, re- 
inforced concrete bridges, the air brakes, the 
usé of electricity. 
One of the, most amazing volumes in the 
world is the “History of Tools and Machin- 
ery.” We have all known for a long time 
that there ig not one single German e 
among the é¢ight great masters of paihting 
that begins with Rembrandt and includes 
men like Velasquez and Giotto. We have 
long known that there is no German sculp- 
tor of the first class, nor a German sculptor 
that is within ten thousand leagues of Ro- 
din, Michael Angelo or Phidias. We have 
long known that Schubert and Schumann 
and Rubenstein and Haydn and Chopin were 
all Jews whose ancestors suffered such 
frightful political disabilities in Germany 
and were so regularly looted of all their 
property that they gave up their Hebrew 
names and.took German, just as now thou- 
sands upon thousands of Germans in this 
country, ashamed of their namés, are Amer- 
icanizing their family title. The simple fact 
is that if a Jew will only write the cre- 
ative music, like that of Beethoven, that a 
German whose gift is detail will conduct 
the orchestra. The German can standardize 
a machine, providing an Englishman, a 
Frenchman or an American will first invent 
it. The German will gather up the rem- 
nants and scraps and odds and ends in a 
clothing factory—but, oh, think of an Amer- 
ican gentleman having to wear the coat 
that was cut by a tailor in Berlin or Mu- 
nich!

THE HOME FIGHT HELPS. 


‘The big fight behind the lines is in the 
fields that feed the armies. 
And with the fight to win at home going 
our way, there’s greater hope of victory at 
the fronts where the guns blaze. The one 
= cheers on the other. : 
It There could be no more heartening news 
in letters from home to the boys at the 
battlefronts than that which tells them that 
the home fight’s doing fine, all around! 
Many of them left the plow in the fur- 
row to answer the call, and their joy is to 
know that the work goes greatly on, and 
that the fields will keep their homes. 
And they’ll do more than that, in every 
branch of farm industry: They’re going to 
keep the country! 
As the Tifton (Ga.) Gazette puts it— 
speaking for the farmers of that section—~ 
the farms will keep the country because 
“our people have learned the way!” 
Notwithstanding the handicap of a scar- 
city of labor, farm work’s on the winning 
side, because the farmers have become more 
self-reliant and have broadened out and 
measured up to every emergency. 
They have planted the crops.that are go- 
ing to help big; there is greater food pro- 
duction everywhere. 
Our Tifton contemporary says that the 
grain crop in Tift county this year is the 
best for many seasons past, and that— 

“not only was the average larger—that 
of oats being above normal and that of 
wheat fifty per cént more than was 
ever planted in the county before—but 
the crop is better. And it is practically 
all saved. A short trip through the 
country shows field after field where 
the reaper has doné his work and the 
grain is curing in shocks. Used ac- 
cording to the food regulations, there 
should be enough wheat in the county 
to supply the needs of the rural districts 
for a year, with a surplus to help sup- 


ply the towns. This is the first year 
the crop has been sufficient for this 


purpose, but we do not believe it will 
be the last.” 

That is only the grain record of one 
Georgia county, but it is in line with work 
which is going forward elsewhere on the 
greater home supply basis. 
That is why the Thomasville Times-En- 
terprise says that “the farmers that can get 
labor are already pulling down cold, hard 
chunks of cash for what they have made.” 
And it is further pointed out that, “as an 
instance of changed conditions in Georgia, 
The Ashburn Farmer tells of the shipment 
of a carload of meal, carrying 500 bushels, 
from the Ashburn mill to a wholesale house 
in Macon.” tag ae: 
The old practice was—"“to ship meal to 
the heart of the Georgia corn belt!” 
So goes the work on the home supply 
plan under better conditions. 
Greater food products, with stock raising 
on a larger scale than ever; the markets 
coming to the producer—these things speak 
for what is being done to help win the war 
in the home fields. 
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' ECONOMY IN GOOD ROADS. 
4 At its recent meeting in Chicago the 
= United States Chamber of Commerce 
3 adopted a resolution that the government, 
through the president and the director gen- 
eral of railroads, be petitioned, among other 
things, to “complete trunk highways for 
heavy traffic wheré they can be used in re- 
lieving railroad congestion;” and “to adopt 
a permanent policy assuring co-ordination of 
railroads, water routes and highways for 
traffic service.” 
- Note the phrase “heavy traffic’—which 
calls, not merely for graded highway rights 
of way, but for hard surface, cement, a%- 
phalt or brick roadbeds capable of sustain- 
ing the heaviest trucks and dependable in 
all sorts of weather. 
The day is coming—in fact, it is here— 
when such highways are almost an abso- 
lute necessity. In some sections of the 
country, due to railroad inadequacy to meet 
the traffic demands, paved cross-country 
highways are indispensable to commerce 
and community prosperity. | 
‘With a very few years more of motor 
vehicle and general rural and industrial de- 
yelopment this will be the case also 
throughout Georgia and the south. 
So, while we are building roads let us 
build them, not for today, but for the days 
to come. It will be cheaper in the long 
run, and vastly more satisfactory from the 
“word ‘go.’ ” | 
The dollars-and-cents saving, and the 
time economy, in hard-surface roads were 
clearly demonstrated by a northern motor 
truck firm in a practical test completed 4 
short time ago. 
A consignment of heavy merchandise 
was moved overland from Detroit, Mich., to 
Toledo, Ohio, the record of which trip was 
recounted in a recent issue of Automobile 
Topics as follows: 
‘“The total pay load carried by a four- 
ton tractor truck and two trailers was 
twelve tons, distributed as follows: Two 
tons on the truck, six tons on 4 five- 
ton trailer and four tons on a three-ton 
trailer. The trip was made in tight and 
a half hours over 48 “miles of cement and 
asphalt and 12 miles of dirt road. Almost 
exactly as much time was required to 
travel over the dirt road as over the ce-. 
ment, because there was no foundation 
to the road and both the trailer and 


trucks sank. Three quarts of oil and 22 
gallons of gas were used on the trip.” 


The real pith of the “argument” lies in 
the fact that almost as much time—and, of 
course, more oil and gas—was consumed in 
traveling twelve miles of dirt road as was 
required to make the forty-eight miles over 
the hard-surface highway. *s
